The Paris Jlfonitetfrof 20th July contains 
the following defence of the peace treaty by 
Napoleon : 

Yesterday evening tlie-Enipcror received 
the great todies of the State, the Presidents 
of which, M. I'i opling, Co....* J « »fj""«y 
and M. Barooher, nda««o«a congratulatory 
speeches to His Majesty; The Emperor 
thanked them for their devotion, and then 
explained the reasons for his conduct dur- 
in" the great events.

•.« Arrived beneath the walls of Verona, 
the struggle was inevitably about to change 
in its nature, as well as in a military and 
political aspect — obliged to attack the en- 
emy in front, who was intrenched behind 
great fortresses, and protected on his flu:'.!: 
by the neutrality of the surrounding terri- 
tory, and about to begin a long and barren 
war, I found myself in the face of Europe 
in arms ready to dispute our successes or 
aggravate our reverses. Nevertheless, the 
difficulty of the enterprise would not have 
shaken "my resolution, if the means had not 
been out of proportion to the results to be 
expected. Tt was necessary to crush bodily 
the obstacles opposed, then to accept a con- 
flict on the Rhine as well as on the Adige, 
It was necessary to fortify ourselves 
openly with the concurrence of revolution. 
It was necessary to goon shedding precious 
btood, and at last risk that which a sove- 
reign should only risk for the independence 
of his country. If I have stopped, it was 
neither through weariness or exhaustion, 
nor through abandoning tbo noble cause 
which I desiro to serve, but the interests 
of France. I felt great reluctance to put 
reins upon tbo ardor of the soldiers, to 
retrench from my programme the territory

IS QUEENSBOROUGH A SWINDLE , 

On February 14th, 1859, u proclamation 
was issued by bis Excellency the Governor 
of British Columbia, which states in the 
tenth article : "it is intended with all dia- 
vatch, to lay out and tot tic the site of n 
city, to bo the Capital of British Colum- 
bia," Article twelve says, "the Govern- 
ment is desirous of concentrating the com- 
mercial interests of the Colony in ami 
around tho capital." Othor parts of the 
proclamation arc full of similar passages. 
Accordingly the town was laid out, and 
the lots sold at Victoria on the 1st and 2nd 
of Juno. Some 527,000 in Langloy scrip 
were taken in payment, on the whole 
amount, which approximates to $00,000. 
Beforo a lot was sold tho question was 
asked, whether the Government would 
grado the streets 1 Tho reply, after stop- 1 
pint; a short timo to consult with the 
Agents of the Government, was givon by I 
the auctioneer, that all tho streets would be 
graded immediately, but that each pur- 
chaser would have to remove the trees 
from his own lots. On tho pledged faith 
of tho Government that it would make it the 
capital and grade tho streets, the lots 
wore sold, and tho conditions of tho sale 
complied with by the purchasers. Has 
Government fulfilled the conditions which 
it imposed on itself? No! The timo for 
the final payment of the lots has ex- 
pired, and not a street 1ms been graded! 
Who is responsible for this violation of 
contract? Not the Commissioner of Lands 
and Works because lie was nut here. 
Other authority, whether higher or lower, 
consented to grade tho streets. Tho conse- 
quence of this was, that after making two 
payments, some parties have refused to 
make the last on September 1st, nllcdg- 
ing the non-fulfillment on tho part of the 
Government of its obligations, Tho 
violation of its pledged faith, however, was 
considered of so little consequence 
that a notice was issued that except 
all parties pay the balance on Sept. 
1st, the lots and tho monies which 
(hoy had paid into the Treasury would be 
forfeited. What can be thought of such 
transactions by any honest and honorable 
community? Can it be designated other 
than a swindle? In the private walks of 
lifo it would be called rascality. What ab- 
sentee Crown lawyers, judges, and digni- 
taries may call it, it is difficult to say,— 
except some of them as a loilUS received 
their titles for nothing before the sale, so 
that they can now congratulate themselves 
with the reflection that they have lost 
nothing. Arbitrary English monarchs in 
former times, as the Commons determinedly 
assorted its right to hold tho pur.-n strings, 
resorted to what was falsely called benevo- 
lences to wring from their subjects monies 
which could not be obtained constitutionally, 
lias not tho despotic government of British 
Columbia revived the usage with the most 
disgraceful improvements? But what has 

been dono to render it the capital ? N to 

would have been foolish enough to pay 
high prices for lots, had they not expected, 
in addition to grading the streets, that it 
would bo made tho capital, not in word 1 ul 
in flood. Hero again is a violation of eon- 
tract. A Custom House, Treasury, and 
Surveyor General's Ofiieo are built to lure: 
then to buy. No ono but the Land Com- 
missioner,' and Collector of Customs, wore 
ever sent there. Is that rendering it tho 
capital ? Is that tho way to " concentrate | 
tho commercial interests around the cani 



tal" and enhance the value of property ? 
Out upon such bare-faced nets. They 
would shame the dictators of Mexico, or Lo- 
pez of Paraguay : and cause honest En- 
glishmen to blush for their country. What 
kind of a way is it to build up a 
capital to have the Governor, the Chief Jus- 
tice, the Treasurer, the -dttomoy General, 
and all the principal attaches of tho colony 
living in another colony, with snug offi- 
ces and increased salaries ? Are the men 
who have drawn money from the pock- 
ets of the public — by what, in ordinary 
business transactions, would be called false 
pretenses — so devoid of honesty, of njust 
sense of right between man and man, indi- 
vidually ami collectively,— as to say there 
is a political capital in British Columbia? 
Outrageously as New Westminster pur- 
chasers have been treated, there are 
some of the officials, we believe, for 
tho sake of humanity and the honor 
of Englishmen", wh I must feel ashamed 
of mock auction "sells," of diddling 
the public, and taking its hard-earned 
dollars without giving an adequate return. 
View it as you may, is ther" any possibility 
of seeing it in any other light than that of 
a swindle ? We recommend the purchasers 
ono and all to make a joint demand of the 
government for every dollar with interest. 
If not promptly paid, to lay the matter at 
once before the Home Government.

Carnarvon, on the Hudson Bay Company's 
territory, said negotiations were still pond- 
ing as regards that portion hold by Charter.
